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The After final amendment filed 6/30/03 has been entered. 

Regretfully, the examiner had not noticed that at least one of claims 2-14 was 
dependent on then-rejected claim 1. Accordingly, it was inappropriate for the 
undersigned to have indicated in the last Office action that all of claims 2-14 were 
"allowed." The claims dependent on rejected claim 1 should have been objected to as 
being dependent on a rejected base claim. Claim 1 has since been cancelled. 
Accordingly, prosecution is re-opened so that the following objections may be made. 

Claims 3, 6, 9, 1 0, 11 , 1 2, 1 3 are objected to as being dependent directly or indirectly on 
cancelled claim 1 . If these claims were amended to recite the limitations of claim 1 (as 
it stood immediately prior to its cancellation) in combination with the limitations 
specifically recited in claims 3, 6, 9, 10, 1 1, 12, 13, then claims 3, 6, 9, 10, 1 1 , 12, 13 
would be allowed. 

Claims 2, 4, 5, 7, 8, 14 are allowed. 
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
